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IX. Descriptions of some Species of Carex from North America. 
By Edward Badge, Esq. F.L.S. 

Read April 5, 1803 . 

I HAVE the honour to lay before the Linnean Society the de¬ 
scription of five species of Carex from North America, which do 
not appear to have been described in any botanical work extant. 

The few specimens that have hitherto been x'eceived from that 
quarter of the globe, show in almost every instance that there is 
a striking dissimilarity between the American species of this 
genus and those of European growth ; and if some American bo¬ 
tanist would undertake accurately to investigate the former in 
their difterent stages of growth, I have no doubt but many new 
species xvould be added to this ah'eady numerous tribe. 

Carex ovata.

Spicce focminea floribus laxe imbricatis, pedunculata?, pcdunculis 
brevissiinis. 

Squamce oblongo-ovata?, acuta', capsula dimidib breviores (Fig.O.a.) 

Cupsulce oblongo-ovatcE, maxime* inflatoe, crccUe, striata?, rostrata',. 
rostro longo aeuto, apice diviso (Fig. 3. b.). 
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Stylus stigniatibus tribus. 

Semina uvata, triquetra, glabra, acuminata lutea (Fig. 3. c.). 
Habitat in Carolina. 

As Carc.r intmnescens, above described, may possibly be siqr- 
posed, from its inflated eapsules, to be nearly allied to Curex foUi- 
ciduta of Linnb, I have annexed a figure of the latter taken from 
a specimen I received from America, and of which there is one in 
every respect similar in the Herbarium of Sir Joseph Banks.
